ARTHUR M. GENTRY, W6MEP, SK 


The ham that gave each and every one of us the 
ability to communicate over repeaters has died at 
age 89. Arthur M. Gentry, W6MEP, passed away 
about three weeks ago in Beaver, Oregon of natural 
causes. Only a month earlier he and his wife 
Millie, K6JIJN, had moved to Oregon to be with 
their grandchildren. 


It was back in the late 1940's that Art Gentry 
began experimenting with receiver designs that 
would permit hearing signals on the same band that 
a nearby high power transmitter was operating. By 
the late 1950's he had developed the needed 
hardware to put the first practical voice repeater 
into operation from atop Mt. Lee overlooking Los 
Angeles, California. Gentry's designs were adopted 
by both the Amateur and Commercial Land Mobile 
services and lead to a revolution in voice relay 
communications that prospers to this day. 


In addition to his developing repeater 
technology, W6MEP also helped to pioneer the 
technical side of covering breaking news stories. 
One of his most significant contributions was in 
the design of the KTLA Telecopter for Golden West 
Broadcasters. This was the first remote broadcast 
facility ever installed on board a helicopter and 


is the fore-runner to the news choppers of today. 


Bill Arens, N6NMC who has operated the repeater 
for the past six years says that he has submitted a 
request to the FCC to grant him special 
dispensation. This, so that the callsign W6MEP can 
remain on what is the oldest continuous operation 
repeater in the world.

I do pretty much what Dave does, but, I use an oil based enamel, like RustOleum 
instead, apply it into the letters with a small brush, let sit a while and then 
take a heavy duty paper towel (like the blue Scott Shop Towels) with a little 
thinner on it and carefully wipe off the paint on the panel...I fold up the 
towel into almost a hard pad and have very little thinner on it, just a bit 
to moisten it a little and cut the paint a bit. I get the most 

off that I can without disturbing the lettering, then after it has set up for 
a while longer, will take an almost dry piece of the paper towel with thinner 
(or mineral spirits or naptha) and take off the remaining film.... 


I do this AFTER the panel has cured for a few days and is resistant to the 
effects of the thinner... 


I have found this method better for me in maintaining a low luster finish to 
the paint...the rubbing or polishing compound does just that and has left 
me, at least, areas around the lettering that are a bit glossier than the 
surrounding panel..... 


I'll let you know how it works out, as K5LLK has been impressed with the 
descriptions of the black-faced R-390's and is giving me his panel and 
knobs to refinish for him in the very near future...

use), grind the end off square with a Dremel, deburr, and fill with thinned 
white paint. Be aware in some parts posession of hypos without a 
prescription is a crime--perhaps an eyedropper with a piece of the smallest 
size of K & N hardware-store aluminum tubing would work as well.

>Recently I've come into a type WL-5736 Westinghouse external copper anoide 
>air cooled triode transmitting tube. 


Many years ago I gave one of these tubes to VE3HF, near the Beer Store in 
North Bay Ontario. Well Newt put the darn thing on the air. 6V at 60A on 
the filament and start it up very slowly, it really does not like to start 
quickly. Anyways he took a large Forced Air blower and mounted the tube 
above it in a chamber. It produced a lot of RF output, in down town North 
Bay. Made the RI of the day very upset, Neut did not operate very much with 
it. 


Oh yes, QST published an article about an amplifier with a 5736 in ita 
while back, they didn't talk much about the output..... 


If you must design an amplifier with this tube, mount it upside down with 
the mechanical support for the heavy plate assembly. All the pins should be 
fed with mechanical stress relieved assemblies - the glass assembly will 
not stand heavy mechanical loading. 


Good Luck, a real boatanchor tube of the old days....
